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Coordinated Research 


In March of this year the Edmonton 
District Council of the Canadian Cancer 
Society will take a vote of its members 
to decide what to do with the $50,000 
raised in this community during the past 
year for cancer research, j 

One faction within the society favors 
making a grant of the money to the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, The other would turn 
it over to the National Cancer Institute, 

If cancer research in Canada were 
properly coordinated, such a problem 
would not arise, 

And there is no reason, so far as the 
layman can see, why cancer research 
should not be coordinated in every hos- 
pital and every university in this country. 

In that cage, any sum raised for this 
purpose anyWhere would go into a single 
fund to be rtioned out as the need 
would arise, “#’ 

Some time ago, The Edmonton Bulle- 
tin offered the suggestion that many of 
Canada’s research difficulties would dis- 
appear if a national university of science 
were created by the federal government 
and each science faculty of each univer- 
sity were made a part of it,

The form supplied to landlords of 
dwelling places to give notice to tenants of 
the increase of rent authorized by recent 
legislation in Ottawa is incomplete and 
confusing and has worked hardship on a 
number of landlords in Edmonton. 

Following is an actual and typical in- 
stance of the completed document in the 
final paragraph of the two-paragrph 
form: 

“And take further notice that unless 
you pay to me the said sum of $46 (as it 
happened to be in this case) being the 
rental payable for the month of Febru- 
ary, 1950, on or before the said 1st day of 
February, 1950, your lease will be ter- 
minated on the 31st day of January, 1950, 
and you must vacate the lodging.” 

Many tenants interpreted this as a 


in science would be the exclusive right of 
this national university and candidates for 
the doctorate, required to do research 
along new or progressive lines, would be 
handed problems or distinct parts of prob- 
lems in industrial and medical science and 
their results would be related and coordi- 
nated by a group of supervisory experts.

The form should obviously include a 
sentence under which the tenant should 
be required to state his intention with re- 
gard to moving or otherwise, not later 
than, say, the middle of the month. 

Better still, a perforated slip could be 
attached to the notice for the convenience 
of the tenant in stating his intention to 
either accept the increase or vacate. 

As the form stands now, it creates a 
condition of uncertainty which is fair to 
neither tenant nor landlord. 


Another Double-Take for the Consumer 


Funny money finagling has found a 
new champion in Agriculture Minister J. 
G. Gardiner’s recent establishment of a 
floor price for eggs at “approximately 30 
to 32 cents a dozen.” 

A direct and immediate result has been 
an abrupt boost of from two to five cents 
a dozen in egg prices in Edmonton, 

Government subsidies are generally re- 
garded as instruments to keep prices to 
consumers down, as in the case of the milk 
subsidy during the recent war. 

The government siphoned off millions

Albertans Victims 
Of Ontario Racket 


One subject which requires the 
immediate attention of the Al- 
berta government is the matter 
of adequate regulations respect- 


ing the traasfer of shares in 
public companies, 

As matters stand, Alberta resi- 
dents are being consistently vic- 
timized by the province of On- 
tario and, to a lesser degree by 
the province of British Columbia, 

Anyone who has had any deal- 
ing with company shares will 
realize that a large percentage 
of Canadian companies have their 
head offices in Ontario. 

Many of these firms demond 
that when shares are sold, the 
shares must be sent to head-office 
or transfer office before they 
can be transferred into the name 
of the new owner 

In some cases, these companies 
will have additional transfer of- 
fices in some other provinces but, 
apart from Alberta companies, 
few maintain transfer offices in 
Alberta. 

If a person buys shares in one 
of these companies, it is not dif- 
ficult to send to the transfer of- 
fice to have the transaction com- 
pleted, But if the owner of those 
shares dies, it is a serious matter, 


Succession Duty 
Is Charged Twice 


Suppose an Alberta resident 
dies owning a number of oil, 
mining or industrial shares. The 
estate of that person must be 
handled in Alberta and succes- 
sion duties must be paid on the 
estate, if it is liable for succession 


duty tax. That is the normal 
procedure and applies to every 
resident, 


But after you have had the es- 
tate probated and after you have 
paid full tax, if any, you discover 
that the deceased owned shares 
which can only be transferred by 
dealing with the company trans- 
fer office in Toronto 


When you communicate with 
that office you are advised that 
the shares cannot be transferred 
until you have settled with the 
Ontario government 

The Ontario department then 
advises “you that before it wil 
permit the shares to be trans 
ferred, you must pay the On- 
tario succession duty

Yet, simply 
because that person owned shares 
in a company which has its 
transfer office in Ontario, the 
Ontario government can collect 
succession duties, in addition to 
those already paid. 

The Ontario government gets 
this right because of the fact 
it can control any transactions 
within Ontario, This means that 
simply because many companies 
will not bother appointing trans- 
fer agents in other provinces, 
thousands of Canadians must pay 
thousands of dollars each year 
to the province of Ontario. 

There is nothing to establish. 
ing a transfer office. It is only an 
office to record the transfer of 
shares in the company, Trust 
companies do that work all the 
time and a trust company in Ed- 
monton could easily act as the 
transfer agent for any company. 

But these companies do not 
bother establishing transfer of 
fices in Alberta and so Alberta 
residents are victimized in what- 
ever amount the Ontario govern- 
ment happens to be charging at 
the time, and in cases, that can 
be plenty. 


Should Require 
Alberta Offices 


It would seem only fair and 
just that the Alberta government 
Should require that any corpora 
tion doing business in Alberta or 
permitting its shares to be sold 
in Alberta must appoint a trans 
fer agent in Alberta, Thus Al 
berta residents could get their 
shares transferred without pay- 
ing a sort of ransom to Ontario 

With an increasing number of 
Alberta residents dealing in these 
matters, this situation is going to 
become increasingly serious un- 
less it is attended to. 

Such a regulation 
pose no hardship on any cor 
poration since they already 
charge for the work of handling

Seems everyone in England - particularly - owns 
either a bicycle or motorcycle. Those literal-minded 
Englishmen just couldn’t get used to the idea of an 
Ice-Cycle. It didn’t add up. 

From Earls Court the show hopped to Pittsburgh. 
That'll give you a small idea of the magnitude of the 
jumps they sometimes make. 

The jaunt to England interfered with holiday plans. 
As a result most members of the show have been on the 
job, without a breather, since September, 1948. 

There isn’t a chance, either, of doing much about 
it until May at the earliest.

This time the show is booked for a 16 weeks’ run.

He was on the job the night Shore slammed Toron- 
to's ‘Ace’ Bailey to the ice, thereby touching off hockey’s 
all-time rhubarb. And like so many others who “saw it 
happen,” he has never been able to decide whether 
the charge was intentional or not. 

“Shore was a very rough player,” was his comment.

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New Legislation Eases Tax Burden 


At the fifty-second annual meeting of National 
Trust Company, Limited, Mr. W. M. O°Connor, 


President, said in part: 


T have much pleasure in presenting for your approval a 
statement of the Company's affairs for the year ending 
December 31st, 1949, that I believe you will find most 
satisfactory. The Company had a particularly fire year. 
Both the pvofits of the Company and the assets held for 
estates, trusts and agencies, which really indicate the 
volume of our business, are the highest in the history 


of the Company. 


Special Attention to Tax Problems 


I am repeating to-day what I have said before—that it is 
difficult to speak of the services offered to clients of a 
Trust Company without referring to the special attention 
given to the problem of taxes. Taxes to-day touch all 
phases of business and private life, and the officers and 
staff of a Trust Company must at all times be thoroughly 
conversant with the latest enactments and regulations. 
We have always considered it one of our duties, however, 
to go further than this and to consider how they affect 
our clients and to point out any results which appear 
to be unjust or inequitable. 

In my remarks last year I referred to the exemption 
granted by the Dominion Succession Duty Act with 
respect to all estates of $50,000 and under, and I urged 
that the Province of Ontario should consider taking the 
same step towards relieving from duty the beneficiaries 


of estates of a similar size in Ontario. 


Exemption to Preferred Beneficiaries 


It is gratifying to note that by an amendment made to 
the Ontario Succession Duty Act in 1949, exemption has 
been granted to certain beneficiaries of Ontario estates 
where the estate does not exceed $50,000, The exemption, 
however, does not go as far as that included in the 
Dominion Act, since the beneficiaries in the case of 
Ontario are the preferred beneficiaries, that is father, 
mother, husband, wife, child, son-in-law, daughter-in-law. 

I also recommended spreading the payment of the 
duties on life interests and annuities over the life expect- 
ancy instead of requiring payment within four years, as 
the Act then stood, and also a reduction from 5% to 3% 
in the rate of interest used by the Ontario Government 
in valuing life interests. The Ontario Government has 
now amended the Act so as to spread the payment of 
the duties on life interests over the life expectancy of
